Defense Depariment Execufives
Favor Shelter Aid, Board Told

The Defense Dept. agrees in
principle with the proposal by
the Los Angeles County Board
of Supervisors that the Federal
government should provide
matching funds on a dollar per
dollar basis for construction of
civilian defense shelters by
local goveernment units, it was
reported this week by Gilbert
W. Lindsay, deputy to Super-
visor Kenneth Hahn, who has
just returned from a visit to
Washington, where he confer-
red with key civil defense
leaders.

However, Lindsay stated that
he was informed by Lawrence
Klamont, special assistant for
civil defense Secretary of De-
fense Robert S. McNamara,
that Congress has not yet ap-
propriated sufficient funds to
enable the Defense Depart-
ment to allocate matching
funds for shelters in new con-
struction projects.

LINDSAY'’S appointment at
the Pentagon was arranged
through Andrew Hatcher, as-
sistant ress secretary to Presi-
dent Kennedy.

Lindsay conferred with
Senator Claire Engle (D-Calif.)
and outlined Supervisor Hahn's
propnsals on civil defense.
Senator Engle expressed full
support of the program.

Klamont informed Lindsay
that the plan by which the
Federal government would
match shelter construction
fundg with states, cities, coun-
ties and school district, could
not be implemented until suf-
ficient funds are appropriated
by Congress.
